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HAMBURG 
(From "Hamburg, The Colonial Town", 
by Jessie Fant Davis) 


When the independence of the English colonies was 
still but a dream of the liberty-loving Jacob Funk, 
a Germanemigrant, bought a tract of approximate- 
ly 130 acres in that portion of Frederick County, 
Maryland, out of which Montgomery County was 
later carved. These holdings were within the lim- 
its of Washington. They comprised approximately 
the area in the northwest section bounded by H St. 
on the north, Upper Water and B Streets (at that 
time the bank of the Potomac) on the south, Twenty 
third Street on the west, and a line midway between 
Eighteenth Street and Nineteenth Street on the east. 


In 1768 the tract was laid out by this colonist of vi- 
sion into 287 building lots, and a town was incor- 
porated which--probably after his native town in 
Germany--he called Hamburg. The nearest neigh- 
boring towns at this time were Georgetown, Car- 
rollsburg, and Bladensburg, with the intervening 
country and woodland and pasture. 


It is not generally known that Thomas Jefferson 
thought this sectionof the city (now "Foggy Bottom'') 
the ideal one for the location of the Capitol itself, 
and in connection with his rough outline for the new 
Federal City wrote the following: 


"The highest summit of land in the town heretofore 
called Hamburg within the territory, with a con- 
venient extent of grounds circumjacent, shall be 
appropriated for a Capitol for the accommodation 
of Congress, and such other lands between George- 
town and the stream heretofore called the Tyber as 
should on due examination be found convenient and 
sufficient shall be appropriated for the accommo- 
dation of the President of the United States for the 
time being and for the public offices of the govern- 
ment of the United States."

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The exact location which President Jefferson indi- 
cated as his choice for the Capitol building, ac- 
cording to the research of Miss Maude Burr Mor- 
ris, of the Columbia Historical Society, was the 
site at the southwest corner of Nineteenth and G 
Streets. 


With the growth of the Federal City, this area 
which had once been included in the town of Ham- 
burg became an exclusive residential section of the 
Nation's Capitol. Probably in few cities in the 
world were so many families of similar culture and 
ideals congregated in happy homes as were to be 
found in this vicinity during the latter part of the 
last century.

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A LETTER FROM THE PRESIDENT 
William L. Simon 


It's been very encouraging, recently, to find that 
we who live in Foggy Bottom aren't the only ones 
concerned with what is happening to our neighbor- 
hood. 


For example, the National Capital Planning Com- 
mission is interested in preserving areas of "par- 
ticularly desirable, uniform character" -- and that 
description, surely, fits Foggy Bottom. 


We talked, the other day, with several members 
of the Commission staff, explaining our hopes for 
Foggy Bottom, and exploring ways they might help 
us. Asa result, the FBRA plans, in the near fu- 
ture, to present the Commission with a formal re- 
quest for their assistance. The object would be to 
make specific plans for Foggy Bottom's future and 
then get the D.C. Government to support the plans. 
The goal, of course, is to insure that the Foggy 
Bottom of tomorrow will be the kind of neighbor- 
hood all of us want it to be. 


The Planning Commission is also interested in our 
desires for a playground, as mentioned elsewhere 


in this issue of the NEWS. It's likely that they will 
help us make this possible. 


We've also talked recently to a representative oi 
the National Trust for Historic Preservation. The 
Trust is anorganization chartered by Congress "to 
safeguard America's heritage of historic sites and 
buildings". Again, it was pleasing to learn that as 
they interpret the phrase, it includes Foggy Bot- 
tom. We hope that the FBRA will soon associate 
with the Trust, and enlist their aid, too. 


Neither of these organizations has done anything 
for Foggy Bottom in the past, because they have 
never been approached by us before. The initial 
contacts seem encouraging, and we feel they may 
both be of great help to the neighborhood. 


The highways now pushing through on our west 
flank, and the two major developments soon a- 
building to the south, will inevitably affect Foggy 
Bottom. Only if we start planning and working 
now, can we hope that the changes will be de- 
sirable ones.

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THE FOGGY BOTTOM WATERGATE PROJECT 


The following information, taken from a press re- 
lease from Lavenson Bureau of Advertising, Inc. 
of Philadelphia for the Riverview Realty Corpora- 
tion, is passed on to Bottomites for their informa- 
tion. Much of the information has been previously 
published and/or discussed at Association meetings 
since the announcement of the project. 


The Watergate Project, known as the Garden City 
Within A City, is the first major design to be built 
in the United States by the internationally reputed 
architect, Luigi Moretti. He has, however, done 
similar complexes in Italy and other countries. 


The $66 million Watergate complex will consist of 
three apartment buildings, a residential hotel, an 
office building, community shopping facilities, in- 
cluding restaurants and a limited number of villas 
situated throughout the landscaped area. The first 
apartment building is expected to be under con- 
struction this fall in the triangular 10-acre setting. 


The residential hotel will be located at the center 
of the complex and connected in a rough V~form to 
an office building with 200,000 sq. ft. fronting on 
Virginia Avenue. There will be three levels of un- 
derground parking providing a 1, 250 car capacity. 
The President of the Riverview Realty Corpora- 
tion, recently appointed selling and leasing agent, 
reports that ''several hundred individuals have ex- 
pressed interest in apartments in Watergate". 


The project is designed in a series of curves to 
provide maximum visability of the river and land- 
scaping for the residents of the more than 1,000 
units. Moretti calis the design ''a living shape"; a 
spokesman for the designer stated: "We may say 
that we have the pride-of giving to Washington a 
residential complex worthy of standing among the 
most beautiful and refined in the U.S."'-
